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Federal Insurance Payments 
Made to 25,000 in State 


More than 25,000 Californians on 
September 30 were entitled to a 
monthly federal insurance check 
under the old-age and survivors in- 
surance program of the social se- 
curity act, according to a report re- 
ceived yesterday by the San Mateo 
office of the social security board. 

J. P. Lanning, San Mateo mana- 
ger, said the number of California 
recipients is increasing by about 
1200 a month. All payments, he ex- 
plained, are based on employment 
and earnings by wage earners at 
jobs covered by the social security 
act. 

An analysis of the board’s report 
showed checks payable in Septem- 
ber to 14,305 retired California 
workers, 65 or more years of age, 
and to 3269 wives of retired work- 
ers who were also of that age. To- 
tal payments to retired workers and 
their wives amount to almost $400,- 
000 a month. 

Almost 7000 of the 25,520 Cali- 
fornians who receive federal social 
security checks are the widows and 
children of wage earners who 
have died, Fanning said. He des- 
cribed these payments to a worker’s 
survivors as valuable life insurance 
protection and reported that in 
many instances the surviving wid- 
ow and children are receiving from 
$50 to $75 a month in social secur- 
ity checks. 

Total payments in California in 
September, including lump sum set- 
tlements paid when no survivor is 
entitled to monthly benefits, ap- 
proximated $600,000 a month or at 
the rate of more than $7,000,000 a 
year. 

Persons entitled to benefits may 
file a claim with the nearest social 
scurity board office. The completed 
claim is transmitted to the board’s 
Washington headquarters and ap- 
proval is usually made within 30 
days. 

The San Mateo office, located at 
308 Baldwin Avenue, receives claims 
from San Mateo County.
